Disclosure Needed To Prevent Future 

For (as Cases 

The public and legal community have "been stunned by 
the implications of the case of former Supreme Court 
Justice Abe Fortas. 

What concerns the public is not just the conduct of one 
man, but a more fundamental question: How often does this 
kind of thing occur? To what extent are men in high public 
office reached by people with economic power? 

The safest, simplest answer is disclosure. 

I have made my mistakes in public office. Anyone who has 
had to vote on thousands of measures before the legislature 
is bound to make some errors* 

But one decision I made before I ran for public office was 
right then and is right now. I said in 1954 that each year 
•I hold public .office I would make pubHcmy personal income f 
I have done that now for 14 years. 

When I was a member of the House. of. Representatives . 
and of the State. Senate, I sent my income breakdown to 
all of the newspapers in my district. After I was elected. , 
Lieutenant Governor, I sent it to the news media in the state. 

It does me no harm to disclose this. 

* If there is any financial interest which I have that the 

public 'thinks is improper, they, can question me about it. 

■'' ' "i ■' *'•■ 

Another practice I have followed is to disclose how much 

is contributed to me in a campaign, how much has been 

spent, and for what purposes. 

It is too late for legislative action in Illinois on income 
disclosure this session, but I would hope that the judicial 
branch of government, which has- been given special 
electoral privileges, might lead the way in. this matter.

First of all, there were mistakes in the law which passed. 
One of these was the charge of $5.00 which went with 
the registration, a charge which should never have been 
imposed. 

But before tossing the measure out because it is nn 
inconvenience to so many people, ytc should be aware that 
we are repealing something that does more than irritate 
people. ' ^ 

The other day Chief of Police Ross Randolph of East > 
St. Louis told me that under the law, two or three guns 
are being picked up daily in that city; "Violators are being 
prosecuted and sentenced. 

. Randolph describes the law as tt an effective and powerful 
weapon in our war against crime hbxe.' , 

Should such a law be repealed? Should! we repeal a law 
which makes it more difficult for dope addicts', alcoholics, 
persons discharged from prison and others who present 
special problems to obtain guns?- 

I know what the popular answer i s— but I also know what 
the logical answer is: that the bill should be amended to 
eliminate its weaknesses, but it should not be repealed. 

As for the 72-hour waiting period 3a get&ng a gun, ft 
has two advantages: « . ; 

If T hose who may_want to get guns,- who should not 
have them, may have to think twice about it. 

2) In case of a major eruption in a community, if there 
is no waiting period, an explosion might cause fearful citi- 
zens to quickly arm themselves, which could make troubles 

increase. If they have to wait three days, things can cool off.

Rale Relief May Be 

Needed Ward Hints 

Noting the difficulties of fore- 
casting in an atmosphere of "un- 
predictables," Chairman -J.— Har- 
ris Ward Tuesday estimated 
Commonwealth Edison*" Com- 
pany's 1969 per-share earnings 
at $3.15, give or take a few pen- 
nies." 

Addressing . stockholders jit 
their annual meeting in the. Pru- 
dential Building assembly hall, 
he also suggested the. possibility 
of a rate increase if the com- 
pany's earnings growth is threat- 
ened. 

"I need not remind you of the 
earnings leadership that your 
company has enjoyed and of your 
management's determination- to 
maintain the earnings growth 
trend," he said; "Should this 
trend bo endangered for more 
than a temporary period and 
should our up-to-now successful 
cost control efforts prove insuffi- 
cient, I assure you we shall seek 
rate relief." 

Rising taxes, Ward indicated, 
are one threat to the Company's 
progress in fulfilling its responsi- 
bilities to customers and stock- 
holders. Hp said the federal in- 
come tax surcharge last year 
cost 24 cents a share and added 
that stale and local taxes on 
electric operations totaled $101 
million and took 14 cents of ev- 
ery revenue dollar. 

But he asserted that the com- 
pany favors a state income tax. 
"We do so," he said, "because 
we believe Illinois depends far 
too heavily on properly and 
sales taxes. ..The income tax, 
if coupled with appropriate 
property lax relief, would bring 
about a much fairer distribution 
of state and loeartaxes and thus 
help to end the discrimination 
against our business."
